The iVn Plagues. 

In the lime of Pharaohs 
reign in Ejjyjjt, Gud sent se- 
vere plagues uj>on ihe Egj p- 
tians in Punishment ot his 
(Pharaoh's) liibobctiienci'. lie 
hardened his heart u^uinst the 
command of God, and held ihe 
Israelites in bondage. God 
Bent Mosis and Auron to tell 
him that he. (God) would se- 
verely [Hiiiiwh him ; but he 
6 till relusid to hear the Lord. 
He declared to Mosib and 
Aaron that he "knew not the 
Lord, m -it her would he let Is- 
rael go." So the Lord sent 
severe plagues, being ten in 
number, upon the Egyptians, 
in order that be might cause 
Pharaoh to repent, and set Is- 
rael free. The Israelites were 
Hebrew people whom the 
Lord loved, and Pharaoh held 
them in bondage; so the Lord 
wished him to set them free. 
The first plague was, the wa- 
ters ol all Egypt turned into 
blood by Moses smiting the 
waters with a rod, as the 
Lord had directed him. This 
plague continued seven days. 
Exodus 7:25. The Egyp- 
tians made great eflorts to ob- 
tain water wherewith to slake 
their thirst ; but the Lord had 
not left so much as a pond 
or pool that he had not tumeu 
into blood. 

The t-econd was, that the 
land was covered with frogs. 
Exodus 8 : 2. Pharaoh prom- 
ised to let Israel go, if God 
would remove the plague. 
But instead of fulfilling bis 
promise, he hardened his heart 
the more, so that God sent the 
third plague. And now, how 
many of you can tell the name 
of this plague ? Well, me- 
thinks I hear quite a number 
of you respond the Lord 
caused the "dust of the land 
to turn into lice." So he did. 
Pharaoh stiil it fused to hear, 
although the magicians told 
him that his last plague "is 
the finger of God." Ex. 8 : 19. 
So for the hardness of his 
heart, God sent a still more 
grievous torment in the shape 
ol a great swarm ol flies. Ex. 
8:3}. But God. witheld his 
plague of flies from the land 
ot Goshen, that part of Egypt 
where bis people, the Israel- 
ites, dwelt Pharaoh requested 
Moses to pray to the Lord to 


remove the flies from the land. 
So Moses prayed to the Lord, 
and He removed the flies by 
Pharaoh's promising to now 
let Israel go free. But he 
again deceived the Lord so 
that a fifth plague visited the 
land, and all the cattle, sheep 
and horses &c, of all Egypt 
died ; "but of the cattle of the 
children of Israel died not 
one." Ex. 9:6. The Bixth 
plague was that they were af- 
fected with "boils and blains." 
Ex. 9:9 Still Pharaoh re- 
fused to hear the Lord. The 
seventh plague was a severe 
hailstorm, mingled with fire, or 
rather "the fire ran along up- 
on the ground, and the Lord 
rained hail upon the land of 
Egypt." Ex. 9:23. This 
hailstorm destroyed all the 
cattle that were left in the 
field, and all the trees and 
shrub* of the land. At this 
plague Pharaoh acknowledged 
that he had sinned. "I have 
sinned this lime; the Lord is 
righteous, and I and my peo- 
ple are wicked." Ex. 9 : 27. 
lie requested I hat not any 
more plagues be Sent upon 
them; yet he again hardened 
hi* heart so that God sent the 
eighth plague, which was a 
great "swarm of locusts that 
covered the land. Ex. 10 : 12. 
The zenith was thick dark- 
ness, that might he felt, which 
lasted three days. Ex. 10: 22. 
But the Lord gave light to 
the children of Israel the three 
days by lighting up their 
dwellings. 

The last and most dreadful 
plagu> was that the Lord 
slew all the first-born of all 
the Egyptians throughout the 
land. So that "there was not 
a hoMi*e where there was not 
one dead. Ex. 12: 30, 
Pharaoh wa-> very wicked and 
disobeyed God so that these 
ten dread I ul plagues were 
sent upunhiiii and his Egyp- 
tian band to C:tine him to re- 
pent ; but he -nil I lun leaned his 
heart toward God and bis peo- 
ple; so what became of him? 
See how many ot you can tell. 
I trust none td our little read- 
ers will lw like Pharaoh, but 
try and be meek, humble, and 
obedient like Moses, and ol*y 
the commands ut God as he 
did so that you may also be 
permitted to ascend Pi»gah's 
height and view the promised 
land, and not only view it, 
but also enter therein. I hope 
you will all study the above 
lesson well as I have given 
you the references as I went 
along, and it you have any 
questions to ask about our 
lesson please ask them and 1 
will try and answer.
